Below Is a Good Letter From 

Ira Ragland, who is In the 
Far Away Philippines. 

Jtnnary S9lh, 1910. 

Desr Mntber: — Your very kind let- 
ter jiut received snd yon may know I 
was glad to bear from yon, as it had 
tceo to long, in fset it is the first let- 
ter I have received from you since I 
landed 00 the ialand. 

Well, mother, I know you are anai 
ona to know where I am and what I 
am doing, so I will begin by trying to 
give yon some idea as to my present 
snrronndinga, or rather from tbe i. 
we arrived. We anchored in Manila 
harbor Dec aa, snd on D<c. a,s. 1899, 
the first battalioD oi tbe 47th U S. V. 
left the ship and went to San Frdro, 
Mscati, and there we had a great deal 
of outpost to do. Had to go on guard 
about every other night tor three 
weeks, and tbcu Co. C, oi the 47th 
S V., left San Ptdro, Macati, and 
went to gnsrd Soup Ridge, on tbe nth 
day oi January, 1900, and staid there 
three days and then left for San Pedro, 
Macati, on tbe “ _,y. 

On tbe 16th oi January, 1900, tbe 
47th U. S. V. went aboard the trans- 
port Hancock at Manila, P I , and on 
tbe i8tb tbe Hancock sailed lor the 
Sontbern end of the island and on tbe 
aad day Co. C was put 00 a Spanish 
ship and all the first battalion .except- 
ing oar company, were landed on tbe 
island at some town and tbe place 
surrounded without any tronble and 
the other company, I don't know 
where they were stationed, but I well 
remember where the second battalion | 
and Co. C were stationed. We were i 
stationed in a town where we bad to 
fight. This was the 23d day oi Janu- 
ary. We anchored there early that j 
morning and the gnnboat Nashville | 
was with ns and about 10 o'clock we 
got Into the akiffa and tbe necond bat- 
tallion boys came over where we were 
and it began raining and gave ns a 
good soaking. When we started ashore 
the Nashville fired Into them and they 
began to bamboose out of thetrenebea 
and fired an opening ior ns and aa we 
started ashore the akifl that we were 
in and another got so close together 
that they could not pull ns last and 
the boys began to yell, "Tull op, 
faster," for tbe balls then began to 
whiz over our heads and the akiff did 
not more than strike the shore until 
we were all out of it and lormed a 
skirmish and lay dowa on the beach. 
While I was tying there an immense 
wave rolled over me, and then I bad 
to crawl np a little further, sod a ball 
whizzed over my head, which made 
me feel like I was sure between "the 
d — land the deep bine sea." Then 
Co, C started oo tbe charge, so we 
were the first company to charge. We 
all jumped over tbe trenches and tbe 
battleship was throwing shots and 
ahells into them and we kept going 
on until we got into town and then 
we shot them down Jnst as faat aa we 
conld and in about three hours there 
wasn’t anyone there bat ua and the 
dead and wounded. The enemy's loss 
was great, about one hundred killed 
and wounded; there were lota oi them 
that we conld not find and we also 
went across the river to another town 
and ran them on into tbe volcano. It 
was an old volcano about two hundred 
teet high and then Co. C came back 
and left them, so Co. C was the lead- 
ing company and baa the best record 
oi any in the regiment. The boys ail 
complimented Captain Oscar Bishop. 
He did not stay behind and tell ns to 
go on, but he went in front and said, 
"Come on," and when we bad ceased 
firing, be bad captured a horse and 
mounted him and called "Attention" 
to orders and bad some Spanish orders 
and said he could not read them. 
Some one yelled, "Three cheers lor 
Captain Bithop," and we proceeded 
to give btm many cheers, and then 
went acroas the other town and about 
ail oi the boys got some kind of a 
relic. While Ed Jones and I were 
carrying np the dead and wounded, I 
turned one letiow over and took bis 
Bolo and a bag of ammunition and 
swung it around ma and went on car- 
r)ing them. We took the wounded 
one place and the dead another. When 
we got throngb we went to our com- 
pany rod went aboard tbe ship and 
staid all night, leaving tbe next morn- 
ing and that evening we arrived at 
Verace. expecting another fight, bnt 
they snrrendered without any tronble. 
We have a very nice place now. We 
have good Barracks to stay in and 
don't think we will have any more 
tronble. Two of the second battalloo 
boys were wounded. One was a first 
Sergeant and tbe other was a Captain. 

Well, mother, I can not write more 
this time, as I have already taken np 
all my time. Hoping to bear from 
you real soon and with much love to 
all, I am os ever, yours afiectionately,

Interesting Letter From Capt. 

Oscar Bishop to His 
Father. 

Jannary 25th, 1900. 

Dear Felher:— When I left home I 
I believe I said I would telegraph yon 
alter my first engagement, but I had 
no idea I w< nld be 25 miles from a 
dlance to send a telegram tothe ofiire 

The newspapers may or may not 
tell yon that I, with 80 of my men, 
helped to tvke tbe town of Lagaspie 
and that I was in command ol the 
foices which took Alboy, bnt whether 
the newspapers aay so or not, anch is 
tbe cose, and I mast tell you about it. 

Oo the aiternoon ot January 22d we 
left Sorsagon on tbe "Caatellooo" 
«!‘.*eh ia just large enough to carry 
one company and a few auppilea. We 
were followed by the "Venna" with 
the 2nd Baitelion, under M>j. Shipton 
and tbe U. S. gnnboat "Naahville" j 
and tbe British gunboat "Plover" : 
brought np the rear. About sunrise | 
next morning the "Castellono" led ' 
the procession into the bay ol Lagas- 1 
pie, closely followed by tbe "Venus,” j 
but bye and bye we slowed np and ai- I 
lowed tbe two gunboats to paas. When 
we got within a couple of miles we ' 
could see tbe Filipino flag flying trom , 
tbe anmmit ol a tall bill neat tbe town. 
The "Naahville,” "Plover” and "Ve- j 
nns” all went in closer than we, lor | 
we were not to Und there, but soon 
the ' Venua" came steaming back, and | 
lay ofi. About 10:30 a. m. a ataft 
officer from Gen. Kobbe, who was on 
the " Nashville,” came over to us and ^ 
told me that I was to take 60 men in | 
■mall boats and land just a short dis- 
tance below tbe enemy'a trencbes.and 
flank them. No one, be said, knew 
the length of tbe fortification nor the 
force behind them. In about ten min- 
utes my boats had our 60 men in and 
we bad to wait for a signal Irom the 
"Nksbviile." While we were waiting 
Msj. Shipton came alongside with 
about 150 men from F, G and H. Of 
course this relieved me from com- 
mand. At nearly 12 m. the "Naah- 
ville" hoisted the signal to go aabore 
and opened a broadside. We truly 
landed under fire and alter wading a 
small liver, about 3 teet deep, opened 
fire on tbe trenches, my men occupy- 
ing the left of tbe line Alter firing a 
few rounds we charged tbe trenches 
and captnred an empty village of Nipo 
bnta. I am certain that I was first 
over this trench, bnt on we went into 
tbe town where tbe buildings were 
miMtIy stone. We fired at natives 
rnnning down every atieet, lying in 
the awampa behind stone walla, and 
everywhere else. Presently we lonnd 
a fusilade pouring in from a stone 
building on our left in Iront ol which 
was a triangular trench lull of real 
live Filipinos, aa was also tbe bnild- 
iog. Tbe Iront of the building was a 
kind of porch or veranda in the upper 
story, supported by a line of stone pil 
lars, behind which tbe insurgents 
stood and fired at every one passing 
far enough Iront to come into range 
To tbe left oi the front of this line oi 
pillars stood another houae with atone 
walla, leaving only one place from 
which to fire at tbe men behind tbe 
pillars, at that in lull fire from tbe 
trisDgnlar trench, except there was a 
narrow alley way between tbe two 
walls abont ten iett wide ending on 
tbe beach. I took abont eight men 
ami crept along the beach under cover 
until in range from this alley. Then 
I, with tbeae men, crawled np till, by 
rising, we could fire down the alley. 
"Load!" "Aim!" "Fire!" "Load!” 
"Aim!" "Fire!" Volley alter volley 
we pouted into them at about loo 
yards. Pieseotly they broke from the 
building and made for the trench, 
which was about so yards away; then 
tbe "Nashville” opened on the trench 
and we charged, (about 100 men.) The 
trench waa full ol dead and dying, so 
we left them and went on through 
tbe town. This waa their last stand. 

I soon re-formed my Co., and Gen. 
Kobbe coming up, ordered me to go 
on to Albay, about one mj’e away. 
Cspt. Garwood with Co. F lollowed. 
Albay offered no resistance, except 
three small brass cannon fired once 
each. On returning to Lagaspie I 
learned that as near as could be learn- 
ed 45 inauigenta had been killed. 
Number oi wounded oot known. At 
tbe place where tbe pillars are I fonnd 
about 6 dead and a number wounded. 
Yon ahould have beard tbe soldiers 
and sailors on Ibe "Venus" cheer 
while we fired those volleys. One ol 
my men captured some orders and 
another captnred a Captain's commis- 
aioD, which I turned over to Gen. 
Kobbe
